There will probably be no general river
and harbor bill passed at the present ses-
gion of Congress. It is understood that
this policy has been already practically de-
cided upon. Geperal Casey, the Chief of
Engineers, and the Senate Committee on
Commerce have been informally nolified tos
this effect. Appropriations will of course
be made for the eontinuation of work on
necessary improvementis of esiablished
waterways, but the ususl Republican drag-
net bill is to be eliminated from the legis-
lation of the House.

Mr. Holman, in Lis efloris 80 reduce the
expenditures of the Government to the low-
est point commensurate with a good admin-
istration of public affairs, will have the
assistance, not only of his associates on the
Committes on Appropriations, but also of
all his colleagues on the Demoeratic side of
the House,

Abuses to Be Reached by Committees.

Tt is ot only in the bills that come under
the purview of the Appropristions Commit-
tee that an apprecisble saving of publie
money can be made; there are many abuses
existing which can be Yeached and cured by

minor committees. One of these has already
been st work, and has found a lesk which
will b¢ stopped in the Fifty-second Con-
gress. Mr. Rusk’s Committee on Aeccounts
has been overhauling the expenses of Mr.
Reed’s Congress, and found something that
accounts in » measure for the total expendi-
tures reached. This investigalion has been
conducied by & sub-committee, headed by
Mr. Diekerson, aud it has disclosed a reck-
lessness, to say the least, in the purchase of
eupplies which will not be repeated under
the present management of the Honse.

What the investigation will finally re-
veal aannot be now stated, but enough has
been shown, it is said, to warranl severe
censure of the officials concerned.

Glariog Festures of Fxtravagance.

Favortism in making purchases and wan-
ton disregard of the necessities of the
service in the quantity p--ehased and in
their distribution are said o be glaring
features of this branch of the administration
of the last Homse, The committee will
not content itself with pointing ont these
sbuses, but will formulate and repori some
plan for the purchase of supplies on a busi-
ness basis, such s is followed in the man-
agement of large corporations

Another thing that iy engaged the atten-
tion of the committee is the roll of em-
ployes. It is an open secret that much
“dead wood" has been carried on this roil
—men who performed little or no labor,
and whose duties were confined to semi-
monthly visits to the disbursing officer to
receive the emoluments connected with the
office. 1t is announced for the ecommitiee
that ail this is to be changed; that here.
after only such persons will be carried on
the parroll as sre neeessary to perform the
duties of the House and such as actually
pesform those duties, .

The Party Policy Pat in Print.

The Eveming Star to-night priuts an article
headed “Party Poliey in the House,”" which
for various reasons is understood to reflect
the views and intentions of Spesker Crisp
gnd the licutepants whom he has placed st
the bead of the several committees. TFor
that reason'the article bas attracted much
sttention. It isin part as follows:

The party poliey of the Ilouse is regulated
in one of two ways, and the plan once laid
down 15 seldom deparied from as to any
great degree. One method s for the
spenker and three or four gentlemen whio
have his confidence to determine among
themselves what is to e done, and then, by
the excrcise of extraordinary power, to
shape things to that end, first by constreting
committees for or against certain measures,
regardiess of the sentiment of majority of
the party they are supposed to represent,
and secondly, by diseriminating in the
recognition of members to make motions
and by adopting special rules to promote
or to rvetard legislation. The other
method of planning the party policy
§s 1o mest in caucas and to resch a conclu.
sion after s full discussion, in which every
gection and every theory may be given n
fair hearing, which eourse to be followed as
& majority representing the whole party
shall decide to be wise. In such & caucus
the ablest men having the best side of a
question snd & disposition toward conserva-
tism—looking always to the tuture of the
party—are apt to exercise the strongest in-
fluence. The poliey they udopt is veby spt
to be the true policy of the party they repre-
sent, whether it be business or otherwise,

There i4 mo ncknowledged difference of
opinion ameng the Democrats on the sub-
ject of retrenchiment and reform. 1t i=said
by all that every possible effort mnst be
made to reduce expenditures. Therefore
the Appropriations Committee is made as
strong ne possible with this object in view,

Only Party Differences on the Tariff,

The only sacknowledged difference of
opinion on the taril question in the House
is that betwesn the two parties. The Demo-
cratic members of the Ways and Meaus
Committee nre all sdvanced tariff reformers,
and the Republicans are representative
protectionists of the most radical type.
The contrast s made as marked ss possible.
There is a difference of opinion among the
Democrats as to the Lest method of accom-
plishing a reduction of the tariff under the
existing cauditions—in the fnce of & Repub-
lican Senate snd Executive, But evenin
this the diference is not pronounced
enough to promise any serous friction, and
has not been so much &n issue as it has been
by many supposed.

Probably the Urst important thing the
Democrutie caucns will be called upon to
decide will be whether thers shall be a
genoral tarifl bill, or that reduction shounld
be attempted by the passage of bLills earry-
ing a single item. Inthismatter the Speaker
und those who with him believe the latter
plan might be more effective atthis time
will defer to the decision of a msjority of
the party.

On the silver guestion there isa division
in tho party, and in this respectitis pre-
dicted tnat it will be found that the House
is fairly represented in the committee, J
minority of the Republicans are men who
bave slways favored the free coinage of
gilver. A majority of the Demoorats ars of
the same faith, so that the committee c&n
fairly be said to be & representative commit-
tee, with a majority disposed toward free
coinage.

Getting Even With the Speaker.
The actions of Representative Breckin-
ridge in the House vesterday, in preventing
the newly appointed committee clerks from
getiiog their names on the payroll until
after the holiday recess, has been the sub-
jeet of much comment and criticism
to-day.

SAGE'S SAVIOR ON STRIKE.

Clerk Taidlaw Wants $100,000 for Acting
as & Shield for the Milllonsire—The
Rich Man's Life Preserved at the Cost
of Injuries to His Clerk.

NeEw Yonx, Dec. 24.—Uiless a com-
promise is eflfected, Russell Sage will prob-
ably be made defendant in one of the most
novel and interesting suits ever brought in
a court of law. The preliminary steps have
been taken to bring an action against the
mulii-millionaire put and ecall broker for
beavy dsmages for having used Broker's
Clerk W. R. Laidlaw as a shield io save
-himeelf, when Norcross, the dynamiter,
exploded his bomb in Sage's office, at 71
Broadway, on the afternoon of Friday,
December 4.

It is understood that the amount of dam-
ages claimed by the plaintifi is put at $100,-
000, The suit will be bazed on the allega-
tion that the millionaire deliberately held
the broker’s clerk between himselt and the
menacing dynamiter, with the result thst
Mr. Bage’s life was saved at the expense of
horrible injuries to Mr. Laidlaw,

It will be further alleged that Mr. Sage
was fully aware of the great peril in which
he stood, and that when he had Mr, Laid-
law in front of him he fully realized lie was
{mpﬂr&lﬂn: the young elerk’s life, and that

e utilized hiw as a shield with the knowl-
adge that in doing so he was deliberatel
imperiling Mr. laidlaw's life tosave hI’a
own.

Since the day of the terrible explosion
Mr. Laidlaw has been sn inmate of 8t. Vin.
cent’s Hospital on West Twelfth street.

TWO LIVES AND EIGETEEN YEARS

Yot Tennessee People Think the Jary's Ver-
diot Is Entireiy Too Light.

Lreeawaw, Tesx., Dee, 26.—The jury
which sat in George Dunnaway's trial re-
turned this moming a verdict of guilty of
murder in the first degree, with mitigating
eircumstances. They found him guilty,
also, of criminal assault, and of both charges
of shooting with intent to kill, He was ac-
cordingly sentenced to two life terms and
two terms of eight and ten years in the pen-
itentiary. The jury had been out nearly 24
hours and a mistrial was feared. The mur-
derer heard the verdiet indifferently.

The Sheriff was instrncted to shoot the
first man that attempted to lay hands on
his prisoner. While the people here are
very much disgusted with the verdiet, there
geems to be no danger of & lynehing. One
of the prraoner’s attorneys remarked before
the trial that he did not wish to elear Dun-
naway, for he would then be tried for
erimes eommitied in West Virginia, where
lie woiild certainly be hanged.

TAKEN TO TOE WEST PENN HOSPITAL

Just after the bells had rung in Christmas
tbis morning the house of 3. ¥, Pritcbard,
at 2018 Smallman street, was completely
shattered nod the ocedfpants, seven in num-
ber, were all serioualy injured by a natural
g8y explosion. They are now in the West
Penn Hospital under  the care of hslf a
dozen physicians and, although their in-
Juries are of & dangerous characier, none of
them are expected to die.

Mr. Pritchard, who kept s grocery in
his building, went to the gellar at midoight
to get a basket for a customer, which he
had stored away. He strock a mstch and a
terrific explosion followed. The cellar had
filled up with escaped gas and the instant
the match was struck the exylosion oc-
curred,

Nothlog Lafs of the Bullding.

The three story building was blown to
atoms, portions of it being blown for half a
equare. Mr, Pritohard koew nothing but
was fished.out of the debris balf an hour
later by the fireman who Lad responded to
a call from box 327,

Mra , who bad just finished
& Christmas tree for ber children, and had
retired, was blown but of bed to the street
below. Three chiliren in bed on the third
floor were blown along with the flying
fragments of the Luilding to the ground.

Mrs. Pritchard, who is 33 years of age,
suffered o compound fracture of the ankle
and had the flesh burned from her face.
Her hands and arms werealso badly burued.

Mr. Pitohard, aged 87, had his fare badly
scorched by the explosion. The force of
the explosion blew him sgafost the eellar
wall and he weis badly bruoiced,

Miraculous Eseape of the Childresn.

The three chinlren—Arthur, aged 9; Nor-
man, aged 7, and 4 years—
wers all rescued from the debris in the
cellar after the secident. 1t is considered al-
most a miraele thiat they could be blown from
the third story to the bottom of the cellar
among the bricks sad timbers and escape
death. They were ull bruised and burned to
a-greater or less extent, but it is mot
thought that either one sustained fatal in.

was in th
curred, was blown against the ceiling and
then fell with the building aud was covered
under portions of the roof. His elothing
was torn from him and his body burned al-
most to a erisp in some places,

Blown From the S8econd Story,

PBarbara Reich, the hired girl, was blown
out of the second story and was severely
bruised and shocked.

No. 3 patrol wagon responded to the
alarm of fire, and in it all the injured peo-
ple were removed to the West Penn Hos-
pital, where Drs. McCann, Clark, Wible,

Murdock, Anderson and MeCardy at-
tended them.' Mrs. Pritchard was
considered the most serionsly

injured. Aside from Ler burns and bruises

she was severely shocked. At 2 o'clock,

however, the patients were all doing well

and it was thought they would all recover.
The Property Loss Not Heavy.

The building, which was completely
destroyed, together with all the contents,
was valoed at $2,500. The loss will reach
about £4,000, Mr. Pritchard had $1,800 in-
surance on the bujlding. '

It is not known how the cellar became
filled with gas. Mr. Pritchard did not use
fuel gas in his building, butl as the main of
Consplidated Gas Company is laid along
Smallman street it is supposed a leak was
sprung and the gas found its way into the
woellar.

The explosion was pronounced by many
the worst of the kind that has oecurred
in Pittsburg, and it is considered next té a
miracle that any of thaose who were in the
building at the time should have escaped
alive. The alarm of fire was almost un-
necessary. A

Magee, Elkins and Chief Brown Say
There Is No Remedy.

THE FRENCH SYSTEM TOO SLOW.

Pittsburgers Not at All Willing to Wait
for the Next Car.

DOVELE-DECEERS ON IN PHILADELPHIA

The movement against erowded street
card ls already bearing good fruit. Super-
intendent Miller Elliott, of the Birming-
ham Traction Company, was seen last aven-
ing by & DISPATCH reporter in regard to
that eompany’s intentions in coping with
the heavy travel. His attention was ealled
to the open letter of the Conkling Club,
and in reply he said that he had redeived
the communication, and also that he had
Leen given orders to prepare 10 of the old
ears st onee. All possible haste was being

| miude on them in order that the publio

eould be accommodated.

The old Short Line stables st Twenty-
second street have been turned into & work-
shop. Just as fust as cars are finished they
will be put in operation. The number of
ears ont yesierday was 32, the balance, with
the exception of two loaned to the Second
avenue line, are in the shop undergoing re-
pairs. This, of course, eripples the road
considerably., “There are several things
that cause us a great deal of trouble,” said
Mr. Elliott, “that are not generally under-
stood by the publie. For instance, there
are two railroad crossings, one near Thir-
tieth street and the other at Twenty-first
street. I have known these erossings to be
blockaded from 10 to 15 minutes at a time,
which, of conrse, stops our cars and causes s
blockade of the line.

The Teamsters Largely Responsible.
““Then we bave an immense amount of
trouble witlhr teamsters. They seem to
think they have five minutes in which to
turn off when there is no such provision in
the law, and they should turn off to the
right. Instead they wait until the car iz up
with them and in wine out of ten cases pull
on to the other track, in all probability
bloeking & car going in the opposite di-
rection. Now I cannot see why teamsters
do not take advantage of Sarah street, which
runs parallel with Carson, and we only run
three cars over it. They could just as well
use it and not be compelled to turn out
more than onee where on Carson street they
have to turn off & half a dozen times, at
least. All these little delays add to the
confusion and if & car is followed too closely
by another the conductors have instructions
not to stop for passengers unlil they are a
saflicient distance to enable them to stop
and start again without interfering with
the ear following,

““You ean rest assured that we are doing
everything in our power to cope wiih the
inereased traffic, and just ss soon as the
cars are ready they will be in operation.
Two new dynamos and a new engine are in
the course of construction to add to the
power,” Mr. Elliott, said in conelusion.

“Crowded street ears are dangerous to
public health and safety,” said Chief
Brown in snswer to & DISPATUH query,
“‘and it would be a good thing it some plan
eould be devised to secure rapid transit and
seats for all passengers at the same time.
But I am afraid it can’t be done. The
people want rapid transit. If a man nows-
days steps to a street corner and a caris
not in sight be gets impatient. If the next
car that ecomes along is erowded fo the
gnanl rail nine chanees ~at of ten he will
elimb up on the bumper and hang om be-
hind. If you would suggest to him he had
better wait for the next car he would re-
gand you as a fuel

Chief Brown on Theory and Practics,

“The erowding of cars could be prevented
Ly an order of the company opersting the
road or by an ordinance of Councile The
latter plan has been adopted at Chieago, I
am told, the regnirement being a seat or no
fare. I don't believe it will prove as
good a regulation in practice as in theory,
and lock for it to be nbolished in & short
time.

“The trouble is theethers are too many
people, and the only way to get along is for
evervbody fo accommodate themselves te
the crowded condition, COur streets are too
ecrowded. That is evideut downtown sny
day, and it can’t be helped. Yom might
widen every street and alley west of Grant
street aud still the streots wounld be too full
of people for the convenience of pedes-
trians, The same condition exisis as to the
vehiele traffic. Suppose the Fifth Avenue,
the Duquesne and the Citizens' Traction
companies would attempt to eure the
crowded enr evil by putting on more ears.
They are running their schedule so thas
there is from a minute and o half to two
minutes between carn. In event of a
blockade of & few moments anywhere on
the line the cars get bunched and run slong
ina lar procession umtil they get the

roper interval. If more ears were put on,
redneing the interval to, say, a minute, they
wonld monopolize the streets to such an
extent that no other vehicles would have
any chance whatever. There is complaing
from drivers and owners of vehieles now,
but what wonld it be under those eircume
slances
